mission decided who got the 
most electoral votes. 

In the 1800 election, Thomas 
Jefferson of Virginia and Aaron 
Burr of New York each-got 73 
electoral votes. This threw the 
election into the House, because 
the Constitution provides that 
when no candidate gets a majar- 
ity of the electoral vote, the 
choice shall be up to the House, 
with each state delegation in the 
chamber casting a single vote.

In 1824, the man with the 
biggest electoral vote didn’t be- 
come President. Andrew Jack- 
son of Tennessee got 99 elec- 
toral votes, John Quincy Adams 
of Massachusetts 84, William H. 
Crawford of Georgia 41, and 
Henry Clay of Kentucky 37. No- 
body had a majority. 

Adams won on the first ballot 
in the House, with 13 states to 
seven for Jackson and four for 
Crawford. There were only 24 
states then. Jackson ran again 
four years later and won, 178 
to 83, in the electoral college, 
and was re-elected in 1832. 

In 1876, a 15-member com- 
mission created by Congress 
voted 8 to 7 to credit the con- 
tested electoral votes of South 
Carolina, Florida, Louisiana and 
Oregon to Republican Ruther- 
ford B. Hayes. He thus was 
seated over Samuel J. Tilden, 
Democrat, by an electoral count 
of 185 to 184.

The flat-nosed 
bullet, of the type used in tar- 
get shooting, was removed in an 
operation at City Hospital and 
submitted to tests, which showed 
it was fired from Costello’s re- 
volver. 

Questioning of the wounded 
man by police and Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation agents, 
both before and following the 
operation, elicited only the in- 
formation that Costello had shot 
himself accidentally when clean- 
ing the revolver at 3:30 a.m. 
yesterday at his home, 2626 Gur- 
ney court. 

There was no clear explana- 
tion why police were not noti- 
fied until two hours later, or 
why the revolver was hidden 
under a porch. 

In a later statement to Chief 
Chapman, the wounded man said 
the revolver was discharged after 
it slipped from his grasp and 
struck a dresser, from which he 
had removed the weapon to clean 
it. In answer to a question as 
to why he was cleaning a revol- 
ver at 3 o’clock in the morning, 
Costello said, “I couldn’t sleep 
and I had nothing else to do.” 

Costello was booked “‘suspect- 
ed of affray.” He posted $1000 
bond returnable in Court of 
Criminal Correction Nov. 10. 
After the bond was signed he 
was removed by ambulance to 
Jewish Hospital, where his con-

Police are conducting a rou-

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LOPIPARO SENTENCE 
UPHELD ON APPEAL

Gangster Guilty of Contempt 
in Failing to Produce 
Books, Says Court. 


The jail sentence imposed on 
Anthony (Tony) Lopiparo, St. 
Louis gangster and president of 
the Twin Cities Distributing Co., 
for failure to produce records of 
the firm for examination by a 
federal grand jury was upheld 
yesterday by the United States 
Court of Appeals. 

In a two-to-one decision, the 
court ruled that Lopiparo was 
guilty of criminal contempt of 
court for failure to comply with 
an order of United States Dis- 
trict Judge George H. Moore 
last May 21. 

Lopiparo was denied bail 
pending his appeal of the 18- 
month sentence and was held in 
City Jail until Aug. 18 when he 
was ordered admitted to bail by 
United States Supreme Court 
Justice Hugo L. Black. 

In the majority decision, 
Judges John B. Sanborn and 
Harvey M. Johnson of the ap- 
pellate court held that the fact 
that Lopiparo was president of 
the cigarette vending machine 
company “justified the court in 
concluding that he had control 
of the books of the company or 
could obtain them or could fur- 
nish some reasonable and con- 
vincing explanation of their 
whereabouts or of his inability 
to produce them.” 

“The court did not believe 
and was not eompelled to be- 
lieve the testimony of. the appel- 
lant that he was unable to find 
the books he was ordered to 
produce,” the opinion stated.

Indorsement of proposed 
amendments to Missouri's elec- 
tion laws to provide a blanket 
primary election ballot, advance 
the date of primary elections to 
the first week in June and pro- 
vide a signature verification law 
was announced today by the Re- 
publican nominees for nine State 
Representative posts in St. Louis 
county. 

“These basic changes are de- 
signed to guard against machine 
rule and bossism,” Eugene A. 
Hecker, nominee in the First 
District and spokesman for the 
group of candidates, said. Bills 
to accomplish these objectives 
were introduced in the last ses- 
sion of the General Assembly, 
but failed to pass. 

“The State Legislature must 
make these vitally needed 
changes in our laws at the next 
session,” Hecker said. “It is 
only through honest elections 
that the public’s true desires 
are made known.” 

He said that an earlier pri- 
mary election, together with a 
blanket primary election ballot, 
would bring voters to the polls, 
who previously were unwilling 
to make known a party affilia- 
tion. 

“Signature verification is our 
only safeguard against fraudu- 
lent voting by machine poli- 
ticians,” Hecker asserted. “If 
we are to have honest elections, 
so that the wishes of the public 
will be carried out by officials 
the voters want and not by men 
thrust upon them by political 
bosses, then these changes in 
our election laws are neces- 
Sary.” , 

Vincent J. Lutz, Republican 
nominee for recorder of deeds 
in St. Louis, attacked the, quali- 
fications of incumbent ‘Demo- 
cratic officeholders who are 
seeking re-election to the seven 
city offices at stake in next 
Tuesday’s election.

Illinois voters Tuesday will receive a special 
blue ballot by which to express their views on 
three proposed constitutional amendments. One 
of those propositions, at least, deserves a large 
“Yes” vote from dowristaters who believe in 
good government. It is the amendment provid- 
ing for reapportionment of the Legislature at 
Springfield. 

The reasons for adopting this amendment 
should be familiar by now to every Illinois citi- 
ten. There has been no remapping of the legisiz- 
tive districts since 1901, and representation at 
Springfield based upon the state's population 
pattern of 50 years ago is just as inequitable as 
would be representation at Washington based 
on a similarly outmoded distribution of people 
among the states. 

Some legislators at Springfield wield in effect 
20 times as much power as others, since their 
votes are as decisive as the votes of other legis- 
laters representing far more people. The dispro- 
portion has grown so great with the passage of 
years that if the present districts were seriously 
challenged the courts might justifiably inmvaii- 
date them out of hand. thus requiring al! legis- 
laters te be elected at large until new districts 
bad been formed 

. . o 

Why hast reapportionment failed in the past° 
The reason is, of course. that in addition to 
equalizing the districts it would inevitabiy in- 
crease Cook County's representation, and down- 
state Illincisans have always been reluctant te 
give up their present advantage in legisiative 
contro. 

The proposed blue ballot amendment meets 
this practical obstacle in a practical way. It ap- 
plies to Illinois the federal principle applying to 
the United States. giving downstate control of 
the Senate with ¢ out of 58 districts while dis- 
tributing the 59 House districts according to 
population—which means that a slight majority 
will come from Cook County. Beginning in 1960, 
redistricting of the House districts in accordance 
with population changes woutd be mandatory. 

One legitimate downstate objection to Cook 
County control of the legislature has been the 
type of legislator too often elected from some 
of the machine districts in Chicago. James J. 
Adduci, leader of the West side bloc, a brazen 
spokesman for the Capone mob. springs to mind. 
Adduci has managed to get on the ballot. and to 
be assured of election Tuesday, despite all ef- 
forts of the leader of his party, Gov. Stratton, 
to prevent it. 

a7 * * 

The best way to get rid of the Adducis is to 
redistrict Cook County. Under the present propo- 
sal, Cook County’s gains in representation 
would take place in the suburbs and the newer 
sections of Chicago, while the old machine 
“pocket” districts Would lose importance. 


Gov. Stratton and the leadership of both par- 
ties are strongly in favor of the redistricting 
amendment. It has been indorsed by virtually 
every organization devoted to good government. 
The principal ‘opposition comprises some legis- 
lative politicians who fear a reduction of their 
own influence if representation is equitably dis- 
tributed, and some CIO leaders who want Cook 
County to control both houses instead of only 
one. 


The best interests of the state at large would 
be served by passage of the amendment. 
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The Literary Arfof Hemingway 

The award of the Nobel Prize for literature to 
Ernest Hemingway has an unexceptionable appro- 
priateness. Hemingway has cut his own patterns 
of thought and forged his own style in the pro- 
duction of a virile literature which has com- 
manded an international audience. But if Hem- 
ingway is outstanding, which he surely is, it is 
by a standard of comparison which would ex- 
clude such universal geniuses as Melville, Tol- 
stoy, Dostoievski, Flaubert and Conrad. 

Hemingway is basically a sentimentalist whose 
imagination is kindled by thé physical encount- 
ers and raw courage of men in action. In his 
view these are the people—ihe soldier, the hunt- 
er, the matador, the rum-runner, the puzgilist, 
the gunman—who take the shocks of life and 
who exemplify, therefore, the heroic virtues. 
The desperate gamble with death provides, of 
course, a memorable theme. But a conception of 
life which assigns no grace, no dignity and no 
courage to any rank of humanity except its ad- 
venturers is surely a limited one. 

When this is said, however, the. boldness of 
his great talent still remains. Hemingway's spare, 
active and muscular prose has been widely imi- 
tated and for the best of reasons. It shows an 
economy of means which every writer should 
envy. But emulation of its surface characteristics 
does not guarantee the vividness of presence 
which his characters project nor the density of 
feeling accumulated in his scenes of action. 
These qualities are beyond recapture in analysis; 
they come in mysterious ways from the whole 
mind and spirit of the writer. 

Hemingway's importance among living writers 
is established and ratified by the public and by 
his peers. So the fitness of the Nobel Award at 
this stage of literary history is not likely to be 
challenged. | : 


Too Many Deputies? 

On order of the two Democratic members of 
the Election Board, special deputy election com- 
missioners are to be assigned to polling place 
duty in each of St. Louis’s 784 voting precincts. 

The order represents the response of the two 
Democratic members of the bipartisan board to 
an attempt by their two Republican colleagues 
to order special deputies into only two wards— 
the Democratic-controlled Fourth and Seventh, 
where irregularities occurred in the August 
primary. 

This will add $7840 to the cost of the election 
—$10 for each precinct—assuming of course that 
784 competent persons can be rounded up on 
such short notice, which is extremely doubtful. 
If Tuesday’s election were a primary, we would 
be the first to applaud such a decision. But it 
is not, and there is a big difference between a 
primary and a general election. 

In effect the primary is two separate elections 
under the same roof. Republicans run against 
Republicans and Democrats fight it out with 
Democrats. The Election Board's problem in the 
primary is to make certain that Republican pre- 
cinct officials check the work of Democrats and 
vice versa. The assignment of a special deputy 
in the precinct is mainly an attempt to see that 
that is done. | 

But in a general election the parties are op- 
ponents, not potential silent partners. There is 
thus far less need for the presence of special 
deputies in each and every precinct. In most 
polling places the representatives of the two 
major parties keep very close tabs on each other. 

That being so, the Election Board's two 
Democrats might reconsider their decision if

their Republican colleagues will reconsider 
theirs. Why not follow past practice and employ 
perhaps 40 or 50 special deputies for assignment 
when and where necessary? The money thus 
saved could be set aside and used where it will 
do the most good—te put a special deputy in’ 
each precinct at the next state primary. 
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A Tricky ‘Approval’ 

For the second time the proposed Dixon- 
Yates contract has failed to gain approval of a 
majority of the members of the Atomic Energy 
Commission. 

Cammissioners Henry D. Smyth, Eugene M. 
Zuckert and Thomas E. Murray opposed it 
when the first stand was taken last summer. 
Since then Commissioner Zuckert’s term has ex- 
pired and Commissioner Smyth had resigned. 
Commissioner W. F. Libby had been appointed 
to fill one of the vacancies when another vote 
was taken Oct. 5. and he declined to ge along 
with the proposal. 

In fact. either on the commission as it was 
composed last summer, or es it stands now, 
Chairman Lewis Strauss and Commissioner Jo- 
seph Campbell are the only members who have 
ever voted approval of Dixon-Yates. 

Yet AEC General Manager K. D. Nichols an- 
nounced after the Oct. 5 meeting that the com- 
mission had formally approved the contract. 
And the fact that the approval was by two out 
ef four members, their votes prevailing through 
a technicality, became known only after the Sen- 
ate Anti-Monopoly subcommittee, headed by 
Senator Langer of North Dakota, had been de- 
manding for three weeks te see the minutes of 
the meeting. 

The two-member “approval” was reached by 
making the most of AEC rules which provide 
that three members shall constitute a quorum 
and that a majority of those present shall be re- 
quired to carry a motion. 

Commissioner Libby, in office but six days, 
withdrew because he said he was “not sufficient- 
ly acquainted with the question.” Commissioner 
Murray, who is opposed to the contract, ab- 
stained from voting. The favorable votes of 
Chairman Strauss and Commissioner Campbell 
thus supplied the necessary two votes out of 
three. whereas if Commissioner Libby had re- 
mained in the room and abstained from voting 
the result would have been a tie. 


A majority of the three-man TVA board has 
long since opposed the contract, and negotiations 
with that agency have so far not reached a 
conclusion. President Eisenhower said in his 
press conference Wednesday that the TVA “au- 
thorities” had found the contract satisfactory. 
But while the Presidents new appointee as 
chairman of TVA, Brig. Gen. Herbert D. Vogel, 
has expressed approval, no word has come from 
TVA Directors Harry A. Curtis and Raymond 
R. Paty to change their expressed opposition. 

Public. unéasiness over the contract is in- 
creased by these less-than-frank announcements 
of approval. 

When is the country to know what the AEC 
commissioners and the TVA directors think of 
Dixon-Yates—shorn of all secrecy, evasions, and 
misleading technicalities? 
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Why Not an Apology Period? 

It would be a good idea if nominees for pub- 
lie office all would go back over the things 
they have said in the heat ef the campaign and 
apologize publicly for any slurs of which they 


Should be ashamed. After erring, Senator Paul . 


H. Douglas has set-such an example. In one of 
his campaign speeches he remarked in effect that 
Illinois state treasurers of G.O.P. persuasion 
either ended up in the penitentiary or as suicides. 
The statement was untrue and Senator Douglas 
quickly said so publicly and apologized for it. 
There is no defense whatever for such a remark 
but it does improve the record for the man who 
spoke it to retract it and express his regret for 
all to hear, 


A particularly mean attempt to discredit a 
business man candidate has turned up in the 
Twenty-third Hlineis District: The nominee is 
Albert R. ‘Imle, Hillsbero lumber dealer, who 
seeks a seat Im the House. Opponents of Mr. 
Imle are circulating a yellow.leaflet headed 
“Record of Deferment from Military Service in 
World War II of the Democratic Candidate for 
Congress.” There follows a series of dates and 
draft board classifications and reclassifications. 

What this misleading sheet fails to say is 
that J. Edgar Hoover, director of the F.B.I., com- 
mended Mr. Imle for his services as a wartime 
FBI. agent. By presidential order the F.B_I. 
and its wartime employes were charged with 
“handling counter-espionage, counter-sabotage, 
and other internal security and national defense 
investigations.’ This was vital World War IF 
service and the Joint Chiefs of Staff of the 
Armed services praised it warmly. 

The detractors of Mr. Imle, who has waged a 
clean campaign on REA and similar issues, 
probably have succeeded only in making addi- 
tional votes for him. 
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Gov. Dewey Helps Out 


A quiet chuckle and a soothing smile are good 
medicine amidst the tensions and excitements 
of the closing days of a political campaign. And 
whatever else we may think about New York's 
retiring Gov. Dewey, we must thank him for the 
chuckle and the smile. 

In fact, he almost overdid it. When he came 
up with the charge that Mr. Harriman is ineli- 
gible for the New York governorship because 
he voted in voteless Washington, one almost 
laughed. That Washington presidential prefer- 
ence primary, devised by the politicians chiefly 
to make a little more campaign publicity for 
their candidates, had about as much connection 
with the election as the Gallup poll. 


One wonders if Senator Ives, who has been in 
Washington a lot in recent years, did not mark 
a Republican preferente ballot. If so, according 
to Lawyer Dewey's ‘view of the law, he must 
Rave lost his right to represent New York in 
the Senate—or at least made it moot. 


As Congress has so far insisted, everybody 
in Washington is a transient. A Washingtonian 
who has not maintained his right to vote in the 
state of his origin is the next thing to a man 
without a country. This is of no great concern 
to mer like Messrs. Harriman and Ives who are 
only serving the Government for a time. But it 
certainly is unfair to people whose only home is 
Washington—who live there, work there, and 
may even have been born there. They have had 
as much trouble:trying to get to vote as Red 
China hés trying to get into the U.N. But they 
have a much better case. 

While the “issue” raised by Gov. Dewey has 
about as much to do with the Ives-Harriman race 
as the tootling of a horn dn a political parade, 
it.might be turned to use by the voteless Wash- 
ingtonians. And so be worth more than a chuckle 
and a smile after all.

Facts on the County Police Plan 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


St. Louis county voters must pass on plan for new county po- 
lice force in Tuesday's election; goal is to provide efficient, 
trained corps absolutely free of politics; it would serve unincor- 
porated areas and cities which want it; replace policing by shenff. 


From a Pamphlet Issued by the Citizens’ Committee for Better Law 
Enforcement in St. Louis County 


1. What is the purpose of proposed 
Amendment No. 1 to the St. Louis 
County Charter establishing a County 
Police Department? 

The primary purpose of the proposed 
amendment is to remove police from 
politics, thus improving the quality of 
law enforcement in St. Louis county. 

2. Why don't politics and police mix? 

Effective law enforcement requires a 
trained experienced police administra- 
tor. Such a man is seldom obtained 
when he gets a job by popular election. 
No major city in the United States 
elects its police chief, so why should a 
county of nearly 500,000 population? 

3. Will this amendment abolish the 
Sheriff's office and the Constables’ of- 
fices? é 

_No. It will take away all police duties 
of the Sheriff and Constables. The 
Sheriff and Constables will still be 
elected, and they will continue to serve 
processes and perform other services 
for the courts. Their staffs will be re- 
duced accordingly. 

4. How will this proposed amendment 
get us better law enforcement? 

The policémen will be selected on 
the basis of aptitude and ability, and 
will have a job just as long as they 


serve effectively and impartially. They . 


will never be political appointments, 
and will not have to spend time elec- 
tioneering. 

5. Will these men be trained in po- 
lice work? 

Yes. After the men are selected. they 
will receive thorough training. Under 
the present system, it is uneconomical 
to train a man for a job when there is 
no assurance that he will remain in the 
department. 

6. Will the proposed County Police 
Department be non-political? 

Definitely. Most of the chief features 
of the proposed amendment are de- 
signed specifically to make county law 
enforcement free from partisan politics. 

7. if it is non-political, who employs 
the policemen? 

The Superintendent of Police will 
have the authority to employ members 
of the department from among appli- 
cants who possess the required mental, 
physical and character qualifications 
and who have passed examinations. 

8. That’s OK. but who appoints the 
Superintendent? 

That job, too, is non-political. The 
Superintendent must be trained and 
experienced in police administration. 
He is appointed by the County Board 
of Police Commissioners. This will be 
a five-man board with no more than 
three members from the same political 
party. The County Supervisor would ap- 
point the board members for overlap- 
ping three-year terms. 

9. Isn’t there still some chance that 
they would be political appointments? 

No. The board member appointments 
will be subject to the approval of ae 
County Council, and will take eff 
only if the Circuit Judges of the County 
do not disapprove of them. 

10. Now, just one more question on 


‘ this polities business. If a new admin- 


stration under a new political party is 
elected in the county, can’t the Board 


be replaced, in effect making the Board 
subject te politics? re 
Absolutely not. The members are ap- 


pointed for overlapping three-year 
terms, thus assuring complete freedom 
from politics. 


11. What improvements can be ex-. 


pected in law enforcement under the 
new County Police Department? 

First . . . the entire County Police 
Cepertnen will be more efficient and 
effective because it will be non-political, 
and will be headed by a trained, ex- 
perienced police chief. 

Second . . . an improved county 
police agency cannnot help but improve 
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the effectiveness of the individual local 
police departments. 

Third . . . there will be closer co-op- 
eration between the county and local 
departments. 

Fourth . . the Police Commission- 
ers can deputize the municipal police 
forces throughout the county. This will 
permit the local officer to pursue a law 
violator beyond his own city limits. 

12. What effect will the Charter 
amendment have on munDicipal police 
departments? 

The amendment will not abolish any 
municipal police department in the 
county. However, the small municipali- 
ty which lacks the tax resources to 
provide a full-time police department 
will be able to contract with the county 
to secure from the County Police De- 
partment the same type of regular 24- 
hour patrol service normally given by a 
well-established municipal department. 
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The Law West of St. Louis 


Such service will cost less than if the 
municipality were to set up its own de- 
partment. 

13. Now here’s a big question. Will 
the new County Police Department be 
more expensive te operate than the 
present system of law enforcement? 

Absolutely not!.The basic costs for 
law enforcement will remain unchanged. 
The Sheriff's and the Constables’ offices 
now have the equipment znd personnel 
necessary for the operation of the new 
County Police Department. Since the 
staff and expenses of the Sheriff and 
Constables will be reduced proportion- 
ately, the expenses will be offset. 

14. Who was responsible for this idea? 

The St. Louis County Citizens’ Com- 
mission on Law Enforcement is respon- 
sible. This commission, appointed by 
the County Supervisor with approval 
of the County Council, was composed 
of residents of St. Louis county and in- 
cluded leaders of business, labor, law, 
women’s organizations, and of both ma- 
jor political parties, and its recommen- 
dations were unanimous.

Between Book Ends 


Richard Wright's Bitter Pen 


BLACK POWER, by Richard Wright. (Herper & 
Bros., 358 pgs, $4)

The chip on Richard Wright's shoul- 
der has at last found the opportunity to 
assume the proportions of a baobab tree. 

Mr. Wright, the American Negro best 
known for his “Native Son” and “Black 
Boy,” and known also for his renuncia- 
tion of Communism described in “The 
God That Failed,”’ has been impelled 
by some mysterious inner force, it seems, 
to visit the land of his heritage, the 
Gold Coast. 

And that chip on his shoulder ap- 
parently started growing even before he 
approached Africa's shores. 

“Black Power,” his report on life in 
British West Africa’s first self-govern- 
ing territory, is one of the most subjec- 
tive, most one-sided, and most emo- 
tional pieces of writing to be labeled 
nonfiction in many a moon. 

The Gold Coast, a_ self-governing 
British territory sweltering in equatorial 
heat, has made tremendous strides to- 
ward dominion status despite its cli- 
mate, its illiteracy and its tight clutch 
on paganism. 

It has been helped along by its Brit- 
ish colonial status, and like all colonies 
it has been hindered in some respects 
by that status. A majority of those Gold 
Coast citizens who have been given the 
fundamentals of education have been 
given them by white missionaries—mis- 
sionaries, admittedly, in search of cone 
verts, 

Mr. Wright. however, found only 
white mercantilists intent upon robbing 
the Gold Coasters blind and mission- 
aries intent upon satisfying their own 
“neurotic” desire for a place in the 
hereafter. Both, Mr. Wright found, 
pursued their selfish courses with no 
regard for the black African upon whose 
land they trespassed. 

The author implores Kwame Nkru- 
mah, Britain's first Negro colonial 
Prime Minister, to throw them all out, 
to rush his fetish-worshiping people 
into the twentieth century regardless of 
the toll, both psychological and physical, 
such a plunge might take. 

Nkrumah must be militant, Mr. 
Wright insists, and he apparently 
would have the popular Prime Minister 
take up the tactics of an out-and-out 
dictator. Gold Coast people must be 
regimented. They must shake them- 
selves loose from their tribal moorings, 
and most important they must shed the 
“shackles of slavery” white colonials 
have fastened upon them. 


“Black Power” contains a few bits 


of objective reporting and they reveal 
Mr. Wright as the very able writer 
he can be. Those pertain to tribal cus- 
toms and life in Accra and they are 
vivid and readable. 

They are sufficient to make the read- 


‘er feel that the Gold Coast is indeed 


an enchanting place, populated by 
charming and likable natives, and it 
is regrettable that the country and its 
people are so often hidden behind that 
baobab tree on Mr. Wright’s shoulder.

Rare Luther Items Displayed 


At Concordia Historical Institute 


Manuscript ‘Against 


Jack Sausage,’ First 


Editions, Fifteenth Century Music, 
Old Press Shown. 


A public display of historical 
Lutheran publications, including 
first editions of Martin Luther, 
has been opened at Concordia 
Historical Institute on the 
campus of Concordia Seminary, 
801 De Mun avenue, Clayton. 
The institute holds the archives 
of the Lutheran Church-Missouri 
Synod, 


The display is open to the 
public from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. on 
week days and from 2 to 5 p.m. 
on Saturdays and Sundays, it 
was announced by the institute's 
director, August R. Suelflow. 


The exhibit is timed to coin- 
cide with the observance of Re- 
formation Sunday tomorrow, 


“Luther was quick to realize 
the importance of the printed 
page and made extensive use 
of it already in the early part 
of the Sixteenth century,” Suel- 
flow pointed out. 


.Perhaps the most valuable 
piece in the exhibit is the origi- 
nal Luther manuscript entitled 
“Wider Hans Wurst” (‘Against 
Jack Sausage’). This is, of 
course, a blast of Luther's 
satire; “wurst” was a German 
word almost as derisive as the 
English term “fool.” 

Luther wrote this work to 
support his view that the Re- 
formation had not introduced a 
new church into Christendom, 
but had -“really restored the 
Church of the Apostolic fathers.” 


This manuscript was com- 
pleted by March 25, 1541, and 
appeared in print by April 1 of 
that year. It was prepared on 
durable paper and shows how 


Luther made extensive correc- | 


tions and changes in his manu- 
scripts, Only very few original 
manuscripts of Luther are found 
in the United States and, Suel- 
flow believes, none in the mid- 
dle west. 


Luther’s longhand German in 
“Wider Hans Wurst” is almost 
fllegible, because the German 
script, or style or writing, has 
changed so much since the Six- 
teenth century. 

The display also features first 
editions of Luther, notably the 
one on the “Freedom of the 
Christian Man,” published in 
1520. 


Another irreplaceable volume 


is a collection of ehurch music.

Meanwhile, the White House 
kept silent on Democratic criti- 
cism of the President personally, 
touched off in part by his re- 
marks in a campaign speech yes- 
terday. 

Mitchell said ‘‘Mr. Eisenhower 
himself joined in the Red smear 
in his airport speeches” on the 
four-state tour. 

He was referring to the Pres- 
ident’s statement at Cleveland 
that when the Republicans won 


in 1952 “we were tired of hear- 
‘ing the word ‘Communist’ 
‘everytime it was mentioned 


| being called a Red herring.” 


Theme of Tour. 


In his campaign speeches in 
eveland, Detroit, Louisville, 
| Ky., and Wilmington, Mr. Eisen- 
hower sounded a day-long theme 
that a Republican-led govern- 
ment—Congress and the White 
House—means lasting peace and 
prosperity for America. 

He declared that under the 
Democrats, “If you wanted 
prosperity, the belief was grow- 
ing that you had to have a bat- 
tlefied”—a war going on. 

When the Democrats were in 
power, he added, there never 
was peace or prosperity at the 
same time. 

Pleading at Louisville for 
election of another Republican 
Congress, Mr. Eisenhower de-

“As long as you have—as you 
must have— an executive, branch 
in control of one party (Repub- 
lican) for the next two years, 
progress toward peace will be 
more rapid,- more assured; and 
prosperity will be more certain, 
if we do not break up the team 
at this point.” 

Detroit was the only city Mr. 
Eisenhower visited yesterday 
where he spoke downtown—all 
the other addresses were at out- 
lying airports—and it was in 
the automobile center he drew 
his biggest crowd. Police In- 
spector Arthur J. Heidt esti- 
mated there were 50,000 persons 
in Cadillac Square in front of 
the City Hall. 

Police figured another 50.- 
000 turned out to see the Presi- 
dent on the 22-mile drive from 
the airport to the square. 

Speaks on Unemployment. 

In Detroit Mr. Eisenhower 
elected to deal most extensively 
with unemployment —a_ major 
issue in the Michigan campaign 
with several thousand auto 
workers jobless. Democrats have 
been blaming the Administra- 
tion. 

The President said he is well 
aware unemployment does exist 
in some areas, but he added it 
is declining all the time and 
that his Administration is deter- 
mined to do everything possible 
to bring about a further decline. 

The problem is being solved, 
Mr, Eisenhower declared, with- 
out spilling ‘“‘the blood of our 
sons on the battlefield.” That 
was another allusion to his con- 
tentions that prosperity under 
the Democrats was based on a 
war economy. 

The police estimate of the 
crowd at the Cleveland airport 
was 2500 persons, It was there 
Mr. Eisenhower said that in 
dealing with unemployment “the 
only thing we bar is—we won't 
go to war in order to provide 
work.” 

In all four states he visited, 
the President plugged for elec- 
tion of Republican candidates 
for Congress and state. offices. 

Important Senate Racés. 

With important United States 


Senate races in each of the 


states, races which could swing 
Senate control to one party or 
the other, the President paid 
special attention to those con- 
tests. 

He called for the re-election 
of Homer Ferguson of Michigan, 
chairman of the Senate Repub- 
lican Policy Committee; Repre- 
sentative George Bender of 
Ohio, bidding for the seat once 
occupied by the late Senator 
Robert A. Taft; John Sherman 
Cooper, seeking another term in 
a hard fought battle against a 
veteran Democratic officeholder, 
Alben W. Barkley, former Sena- 
tor and Vice President; and Her- 
bert Warburton of Delaware, 
who wants to move from the 
House to the Senate.

Improved drying methods, the advent of the 
photographic stencil (which, frankly, is too com- 
plicated to be explained «by one who has never 
mastered the box camera), and improved inks, 
especially the bright fluorescent types of inks, 
have given screen printing its tremendous impe- 
tus in the last half dozen years. 


“Before modern inks were perfected,” Goff 
explained, “‘the oldtimers tell me they'd mix 
their own, even to taking house paint and goop- 
ing it up with sorghum to get the right consis- 
tency. This didn’t always work so well because 
the cards would stick together.”

A FAR CRY from sorghum, screen printers 
now use ink, lacquers, enamels, print on any- 
thing from water-repellent board (developed 
during war years for waterproof cartons used in 
beach landings) to plastic shower curtains, cotton 
barbecue aprons, glass bottles.

All these annoyances 
come with: childhood and youth. They should not be men- 
tioned at the table. 

The dirty hands should be attended to before mealtime; 
corrections of any sort made privately. The heads of the 
household should be as polite and as unheeding of mishaps 
at table with the children as they would be toward guests. 
It is a good idea to treat children as guests would be 
treated. They are likely then to live up to that standard. 
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THE VERY YOUNG CHILDREN who still have diffi- 
culty in feeding themselves should be given their meal 
before the rest of the family. Their bedtime might con- 
veniently be the hour before the evening meal. Until they 
are abe to sit at the table and eat fairly well, they should 
mot appear there. 


No family is without friction between some of its 
members.

People just 
can’t help hearing good music when it is pouring into the 
room. Turn on a symphony, just loud enough to register.

LDER people their 
rights, even these

It could sound as if 
we were just to be thrown on 
the scrap heap. Certainly there 
are still things for us to do, 
even after we are 60 or 65, and 
we are still just as much human 
beings as our children and 
grandchildren. Am I right, Dr. 
Popnoe?”

ABSOLUTELY, and I would 
like to quote a bill of rights for 
old age which was drawn up by 
psychologist George Lawton of 
New York City. It is adapted 
from a chapter in his book 
“Aging Successfully,” which 
your public library | probably 
has. Here, he declares, are some 
of the rights of the older gen- 
eration: 

The right to be treated as a 
particular person. Don’t lump 
all us older people together. 
We are not all the same. 

The right to be treated as a 
grown-up. Don’t make babies or 
second-class citizens of us just 
because our birthdays have 
piled up. 

The right to a fair chance on 
our merits. Don’t keep us out of 
jobs or family life and don’t give 
us pity or handouts. What we 
want is the opportunity to prove 
what we can still do. 

The right to a say about our 
own lives and the opportunity 
to run our own affairs.

THE RIGHT to a future. We 
don’t want to live in the past, 
but we often have no other 
place to go. 

The right to have fun and 
companions. As long as men 
and women live, they want in- 
teresting activities, and they 
want to share with friends their 
happy thoughts and feelings. 

The right to be romantic. The 
need to love and be loved does 
not depend on our youth but on 
our desire to make a common 
life with someone of the opposite 
sex. 

The right to the help of young 
people in becoming interesting 
to them., If they will include us 
in some of their activities we 
won't get out of date so fast. 

The right to the same serv- 
ices that younger people get. 
We also need vocational guid- 
ance and psychological counsel- 
ing: we also need employment 
agencies and recreation centers. 

The right to be old. We want 

© remain active members of 
the community all our lives. We 
don't want to have to conceal 
our age or apologize for it.

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Pancake 


Recipes 
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SMALL PANCAKES ARE DELICIOUS WHEN TOPPED WITH ICE 


By Edith M. Barber 
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CREAM, SPRINKLED WITH NUTS OR CRUSHED PEPPERMINT CANDY. 


or griddle cakes. It all de- 

pends upon what your tra- 
ditions are. You may associate 
them particularly with breakfast, 
although they are just as good 
as a luncheon dessert. You may 
follow the European custom of 
using them for a special dinner 
déssert. 

For breakfast and lunch, you 
will like a plain rather than rich 
batter, using, however, enough 
fat so that you do not need to 
grease the griddle. A mix is par- 
ticularly good when buttermilk 
and a tiny bit of soda are added 
with the indispensable egg. With 
these cakes sirup is generally 
chosen—either maple or maple- 
flavored—that is generally avail- 
able and comparatively inex- 
pensive. 

For the European type of pan- 
cake, often called “crepe,” a 
special recipe is needed. How- 
ever, a simple mix can be given 
a touch of glamour by the addi- 
tion of extra sugar. An original 
idea calls for placing a choco- 
late peppermint wafer on top of 
each cake, and covering it with 
a little more batter before turn- 
ing it. 

A half dozen of these small 
cakes should be served for each 
portion and then topped with ice 
cream. The cream may be sprin- 
led with nuts or crushed pepper- 
mint candy. 

Silver Dollar Pancakes 

Ingredients: Two and one- 


Y OU may call them pancakes 


fourth cups milk, one egg, 
beaten, two cups pancake mix, 
four tablespoons melted shorten- 
ing, one tablespoon sugar, choc- 
olate peppermint wafers, vanilla 
ice cream, crushed peppermint 
candy. 


Add milk and beaten egg to 
pancake mix and stir lightly. 
Somewhat lumpy batter makes 
light, fluffy pancakes. Lightly 
stir in melted shortening and 
sugar. Pour one tablespoon bat- 
ter for each cake onto hot grid- 
dle. Just before turning, place 
a chocolate wafer on top of mat- 
ter and cover with a little more 
batter. Bake until edges are 
firm. Overlap six cakes on a 
plate, top with scoop of ice cream 
and crushed peppermint candy. 
Serve immediately. Yield: eight 
servings. 


Old-Fashioned Buttermilk 
Pancakes 


Ingredients: One-half teaspoon 
baking soda, two and one-fourth 
cups buttermink, one egg, three 
tablespoons melted shortening, 
two cups. pancake mix. 


Dissolve soda in buttermilk. 
Add with unbeaten egg and 
shortening to pancake mix, stir- 
ring lightly. (Do not stir out 
small lumps.) Bake on _ hot 
griddle, turning only once. Yield: 
14 to 16 pancakes. 

Note: For thin pancakes, add 
about one-fourth cup more but- 
termilk. 


My Day 
Institutional Population

NEW YORK. 

N Wednesday morning I 
() started bright and early by 

having a woman breakfast 
fith me at 7:45 a.m. She is deep- 
ly troubled over the possibility 
of the effects of all experiments 
in atomic development. I feel 
this must be one of the things 
taken up by the United Nations 
in their studies and there is very 
little which we as individuals 
can do about it, though I am 
conscious of the dangers of this 
whole situation. 

I caught the 9 o’clock train to 
Philadelphia and participated in 
a luncheon session which had 
been planned and arranged by 
Mrs, Lewis Thompson. My own 
part was insignificant except as 
it served to introduce the peo- 
ple who could really talk with 
authority on how we should 
meet the growing problems in 
the field of delinquency. 

WE ARE BUILDING more 
and more institutions as our 
population grows—prisons, in- 
sane asylums, hospitals. Bricks 
and mortar increase but we do 
not put enough money into re- 
search and training of doctors, 
attendants and nurses. Our main 
objective shouuld be to reduce 
our institutional population and 
that is why more and more 
money should go into research 
and training. The Mennigers 
are doing a wonderful work in 
Kansas but it is not enough. 

At the Philadelphia meeting, 
we were told by Dr. Ralph Bran- 
cale, a psychiatrist and superin- 
tendent of the New Jersey Diag- 
notic Center at Menlo Park, that 
if a child was not close to its 
mother and did not feel love in 
its home during the first five 
years of life, thigh might be the 
strongest factor in producing 
psychopathic personality. Dr. 
Miriam Van Waters, superin- 
tendent of the reformatory for 
women at Framingham, Mass., 
had real courage, I thought, for 
she stated, “I have come to one 
conclusion, the prison must go.” 
The prison cannot go, however, 
until we somehow have brought 
about better condition in our 
whole civilization and found new 
ways of caring for people to pre- 


vent the need for so many inst- 
tutions.

DR. HOWARD RUSK, of the 
Bellevue Hospital rehabilitation 
center, spoke on the children 
born in Korea. He said we did 
not win the war but if we fol- 
lowed the example of .our troops 
in their effort to help the chil- 
dren of Korea we might at long 
last have a chance to win the 
peace. He said we should re- 
member that the peoples of the 
world watch the way we handle 
old people, crippled children and 
other handicapped persons, and 
that this might be one of the 
most important ways of demon- 
strating what our democracy 
really means. 

There was no barrier of race, 
language or religion to keep 
people from understanding what 
we actually did for these people 
in our midst, Dr. Rusk pointed 
out.

location of this or that high 
honor, it often behooves players 
to make a more subtle and 

roundabout inquiry. Here’s a 

case in point. 

South, dealer. 
North-South vulnerable. 
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This was the actual bidding in 
a rubber bridge game: 


South West North East 
14 Pass 2@ Pass 
39 Pass 4@ Pass 
4N.T. Pass 59 Pass 
6@ Pass Pass’ Pass 


As may be seen at a glance, 
North-South had 13 ironclad 
tricks at spades or no-trump (or 
even at hearts). Thus, there was 
no great satisfaction in the 
mere small-slam contract. 


It is true that the exact na- 
ture of North’s holding was not 
easily discoverable by South, 
but if he had considered the 
situation very carefully, he 
might have found the one bid 
that could do the job. After 
getting the five-heart response 
to the Blackwood four no-trump, 
South should have bid six clubs. 
Consider the implication of this 
bid. North would know that 
South knew about North’s club 
ace, since.it was inconceivable 
that South lacked more than 
two aces. Thus the sound in- 
terpretation of the six-club bid 
would be that South was giving 
North the opportunity to show 
the heart king if he held it. 
South could not afford to bid 
six diamonds, because that might 
show belated support for North’s 
suit, but the club bid, out of the 
blue, at the six-level, could be 
nothing but an asking bid in 
effect, and since North had al- 
ready conveyed information 
about spade support and his 
aces, that asking bid had to be 
about the heart king. 


If South had made this very 
logical six-club bid, North un- 
doubtedly would have bid six 
hearts to indicate his king of 
that suit, and then South could 
have gone to seven spades with 
assurance. 


Weekly Report 


On Public Health 
By J. Earl Smith, M.D. 


(St. Louis Health Commissioner) 


VERY day the health division 
F receives many calls for in- 

formation on a variety of 
subjects. The following, chosen 
at random, are just a few of 
the questions asked: 


Question—The school nurse 
says my Johnny must be vac- 
cinated against smallpox. May 
I bring him to the Health De- 
partment, and is my 10-month- 
old baby too young to be vac- 
cinated? 


Answer—The St. Louis public 
schools require vaccination prior 
to admission. Bring your little 
boy to the Immunization Clinic, 
Room 28, Municipal Courts 
Building, any week day between 
9 am. and 5 p.m. or Saturday 
before 12 noon. Be sure to bring 
the baby at the same time. She 
is past due for her diphtheria- 
pertussis-tetanus “‘shots’” and her 
smallpox vaccination. Initial im- 
munizations should be started 
by the time a baby is 3 months 
old. 
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Question—Isn’t flouridation of 
the communal water supplies 
still in the experigental stage? 

Answer — Fluoridation has 
been thoroughly and adequately 
studied from all angles. No pub- 
lic health program at the time 
of introduction ever had as much 
scientific data based on human 
experience as fluoridation. For 
generations 4,000,000 people in 
this country have been living in 
areas where the drinking water 
naturally contains fluorides in 
concentrations as high or higher 
than that recommended for 
dental health, and no adverse 
physical effects have been ob- 
served from drinking this wa- 
ter. ‘ 
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Question—Grandma has tuber- 
culosis. Is there any danger of 
the rest of the family catching 
it? 

Answer—Yes, tuberculosis is 
a contagious disease. All of the 
family contacts should have a 
chest X-ray to be sure they 
haven't already caught it, The 
public health nurse will visit 
your home and instruct you in 
the proper isolation precautions 
—follow her instructions to the 
letter. Grandmother should be 
placed in a hospital where she 
will get the best of care and, at 
the same time, lessen the 
chances of the rest of the fam- 
ily becoming infected.

volume of 2,090,721 shares. For 
the month of October, the in- 
‘dustrial average declined 8.32 
‘points and utilities, 3.23 points, 
while rails gained 2.51 points. 
It was the widest utility decline 
of the year. 

Election Uncertainty. 

The downtrend which pre- 
vailed throughout most of the 
week reflected the uncertainty 
of the election outcome on Tues- 
day, brokers said. They also 
held that the recent rise justi- 
fied some readjustment price- 
wise at this time. 

In the drop of 25 years ago, 
the market had its blackest week 
from Oct. 24 to 30 when transac- 
tions amounted to 57,256,000 
shares. The biggest day in hie | 
tory of the market was set on 
Oct, 29 at 16,410,030 shares, In 
the week noted there was a day 
of nearly 13,000,000 shfares,: one 
of 10,000,000 shares, one of 9,- 
000,000 and one of 6,000,000. The 
Saturday session at that time 
was higher than 2,000,000 shares. 
In the 1929 period from Oct. 1 
to 30, the market lost some $16,- 
000,000,000. In the subsequent 
decline to mid-1932, this decline
